Mc- 
Millan & Co., of Minneapolis, whose ad. ap- 
pears in the Tribune. The weight of wool 
sold, «0 far, at Calgary this season, is about 
150,00) Ibe, valued at about $16,000, and 
these sales do not include those east of 
Medicine Hat. The Toronto buyers got no 
wool here this year, as yet, their offer not 
being considered high enovgh. There is 
nothing like competition in trade.” 

The following from the Montreal Trade 
Bulletin is encouraging for those engaged in 
hog raising and pork packing in this dis- 
trict: As will be seen by reference to our 

London letter, which appears in another 
colamn, English provision dealers have such 
« high opimon of Canadian bacon that they 
are pushing it for all it is worth by display- 
ing cards in their windows with the in- 
scription, ‘Best Canadian Bacon ;” so that 
in spite of the glat of the Danish product 
which has pushed aside Irish bacon toa 
large extent, Canadian is still gaining in 
favor with English cousumers. In fact, 
bayers on the other side are taking Cana- 
dian bacon in preference to Danish, al- 
though they have to py shillings per cwt. 
more for it. As the Danish venture in hog 
products has not proved a profitable one for 
producers, it is thought that another year 
will see a large falling off in the supplies of 
Danish bacon. 

Cours Fraser, trader of Chipewyan, sold 
to R. Secord on Friday the — lot of fur 
ever bought into Edmonton. The price paid 
was $20,000. The lot was not only large, 
the fur was of extra fine quality. It includ- 
ed 36 silver foxes, 78 cross fcxes, 124 red 
foxes, 41 fisher, 72 otter, 812 beaver, 33 
wolverine, 106 bear, 3016 marten, 582 mink, 
115 lwnx, 7 wolf, 3100 rat and 4Sibs., of 
castorum. The unusnal abundance of marten 
this year, with the comparatively high price 
at which they sell, adds greatly to the 

res of the fur trade this season. Of 
silver foxes, which are alWaysa rarity, 
there seems to be more than usual. Mr. 
Fraser's lot incladed two that were almost 
perfectly black and of course would be 
particularly valuable on that account. The 
silver, frequently called the black, fox is 
about the same size and build asa red fox. 
The general color is black except a white 
tip on the end of the tail. But on the hind 
quarters there is a greater or less propor- 
tion of white hairs scattered amongst the 
black, giving a silvery appearance to the 
fur there. greater the number of these 
white hairs the less valuable the fur and the 


less the number the more valuable. A pelt of 


perfectly black fur, if in ee condition, is 
worth a fabulous sum‘in Russia, where the 


silver fox is the distinguishing fur worn by 
pobility aud royalty.

Calgery Herald: An outfitof settlers from 
Washington Territory passed through town 
this afternoon, They came from Walla 
Walla and Palouse counties and number 13 
souls in all. They have quite a few horses 
with them. Their destination is Edmonton. 
They started from Washington on the 17th, 
of May. There are two or three more out- 
fits on the trail behind them. 

Commanpant? Bootu, Brigadier Clibborn 
and Col. Stitt, of the Salvation army, will 
arrive on to-night’s train. The Salvation 
army corps will meet them at the station. 
The Fire Brigade band will be at the band 
stand and will march with them from there 
to the Salvation army barracks. They will 
then proceed to. Robertson hall where the 
visitors will speak on the social reform 
schemes and farm colony of the Salvation 
army. 

THE pic-nic at Sturgeon river on Thars- 
day was a grand success, notwithstandin 
the shower under which the pic-nicers ha 
to eat their dinner. The base ball game 
was the great attraction and ended dis- 
astrously for the town team. The pic-vic 
was a success financially as well as in 
attendance. The ice cream tent realized 
$9.30 and a collection in aid of the Union 
Sunday school, under whose auspices the 
pic-nic was held, amounted to $9.50. 

Jas. LEARY, who has been acting as 
Canadian immigration agent in Ireland for 
the past two years has returned to Man1- 
toba. His report is not by any means 
hopeful. The results so far have been 
small and the prospects are not bright for 
the future. He thinks that if a Canadian 
steamboat line called at Queenstown in the 
south of Ireland it would help, but as the 
Allen line does now call ata port in the 
north, it does not seem as though that would 
make much difference. The fact is that the 
people who might come to Canada do not 
want to leave Ireland aud the people who 
wish to leave Ireland will not come to 
Canada. 

Moosomin Spectator: Two bands of set- 
tlers and their outfits passed through on 
Monday, travelling overland, one band going 
from Minnesota to Edmonton, and the 
other band going to Winnipeg from Edmon- 
ton. They met here, and each party tried 
to persuade the other to turn around and 
accompany them, the Winvipeg bound 
travellers saying that it was useless going 
to Edmonton as there was snow there all 
the year round, while the Edmonton bound 
people thought there was no place like Ed- 
monton, and told the other band that Win- 
nipeg was dead, and that there was no work 
to be had there. The matter ended by 
both parties getting mad and each going 
their own way. 

Cuas. Sanptson left last week for the 
McLeod riyer by way of Lake St. Ann and 
the Jasper house trail, to mine gold. The 
Macleod is the principal tributary of the 
Athabasca on its south side between Ed- 
monton and the mountains and has been 
known to be gold bearing for many years, 
although it has been very little worked. As 
the bar on which Messrs. Sandison and 
Alexander worked on the Athabasca this 
spring is below the mouth of the Macleod, it 
is just possible that the gold came down the 
Macleod. It is said, however, that the 
gold mined on the Athabasca this spring 
was coarser than that on the Saskatchewan, 
while that on the Macleod is reported to be 
in even finer and lighter flakes than that 
on the Saskatchewan. This difference 
would indicate a different source. Another 
outfit went to the Macleod sometime in 
May, and no word has been heard from 
them since. 

ALTHOUGH it is known that a great many 
men have gone out to the Athabasca within 
the past month to dig for gold, the actual 
number can only be guessed at and is gener- 
ally put into the hundreds. Nearly all 
have gone by way of Lac la Nonne, and as 
yet none have came back, although the re- 
turn journey once they reached the Atha- 
basca, would be very easy—down the river 
to the Landing and then out by wagon road. 
It may be that the water is so high that 
they can do nothing but wait for it to fall, 
and on the other hand the digging may be 
so good that no one cares to leave. A rumor 
comes from Riviere Qui Barre, that the 
miners are at work on the high bars making 
good pay, and expecting to do better when 
the water falls. The report is said to have 
been brought in by an Indian who had been 
working for some miners at $5.00 a day. If 
that is the case the natucal infereace is that 
the miners had struck a very good place.

THE MANITOBA QUESTION. 
Toronte Week. 

The long looked-for announcement has at 
last been made. On Monday Mr. Foster 
stated in effect, in the commons, that the 
government, finding, as they think, in the 
reply of the Manitoba government some 
ground for - of an amicable settlement 
of the difficulty, and being most unwilling 
to take any action which could be interpret 
ed as forestalling or precluding such a settle 
ment, has decided to introduce no remedial 
legislation this session, but to enter at once 
imte communication with the Manitoba 
government im respect to the subject. He 
further announced that another session of 
the present parliament will be called, not 
later than the first Thursday of next Jan 
wary, and that, if the Manitoba government 
faile to make o satisfactory settlement in 
the meantime, the Dominion government 
will be prepared * to introduce and press to 
® conclusion such legislation as will afford 
an adequate measure of relief to the minor 
ity, based upon the lines of the judgment of 
the privy council and the remedial order of 
the Zist of March, 1895." This decision, it 
at once apparent, rests the hope of the 
government wholly upon the contingency 
of some satisfactory action by the Manitoba 
suthorities. The hope, in its turn, is based 
Spo certain words in the reply, in which it 
alleged that the action of the Dominion 
government had been taken without proper 
knowledge of the state of the educational 
eflairs of the province under the discarded 
school system which they are now ordered 


to restore, and a suggestion made that some 
steps should be taken to gain the informa- 
tion needed. Mr. Foster admits that there 
may be difference of opinion as to the mean- 
ing of this clause of the reply, but most 
readers will, we fancy, see in it only a re- 


’ 


spectial hint that if the government had 
taken the trouble to acquire the information 
referred to, the remedial order might not 


hate been passed 
The utmost that the government can rea- 

sonably hope to gain from this action is an 
extension of time in which to search further 
for some outlet which has not yet appeared. 
Few persons, we believe, whether within or 
without parliament, see any reason to be- 
lhewe that Manitoba will make any import- 
ant departare from the policy sugyested in 
the reply. Certainly neither the people nor 
their representatives in the legislature will 
be likely to do anything in the way of com- 
| promise or concession, so long as the threat 
| of remedial legislation is held over their 
beads. Nor could that threat be now with- 
drawn without an implied confession of 
error, or of inability, such as would be fatal 
to the prestige of the Dominion government. 
The Manitoba ministers and people will not 
be slow to see that the English speaking 
provinces may be relied onto back them 
up in their refusal to obey the remedial 
order, and in their readiness to resist by the 
use of all constitutional means the attempt 
to re-impose upon them a separate school 
system, which the Protestant majority so 
unanimously discarded afew years ago, and 
by the same process to deprive them of the 
autonomy in educational matters which, in 
common with all the other provinces, they 
so highly prize. On the other hand, it 
seems hardly likely that the French minis- 
ters will persist in their resignations, or the 
French conservatives in their threatened 
revolt against the government, seeing that 
they have in the government announcement 

a distinct pledge that the remedial legisla- 

tion they demand, or some satisfactory 

equivalent, will be given them within six 

months. As has been said by different 

press correspendents, it is the opponents of 

rememedial legislation in any form who 

have most cause to be dissatisfied with the 

government's action in giving such a pledge. 

It is by no means unlikely that a resolution, 

based on this view of the case, may be in- 

troduced, before the close of the session 
either by Mr.McCarthy or by the opposition 

leader, expressing disapproval of this pledge. 

Such a resolution would place in a serious 

delimma the thirty-nine or forty conserva- 

tive members who have declared their in- 

tention to oppose the government should it 

introduce a remedial bill this session.

Toronto Week: Whatever view one may 
hold as tothe necessity and importance of 
the Dominion senate, there is scarcely room 
for more than one opinion as to the way in 
Which the power of appointment is being 
used, according to the authority of the 
premier himself. The wonder is that the 
members of both houses, and on both sides 
of the houses, do not see the gross impro- 
priety of permitting seat after seat to re- 
main vacant, not only for months but for 
years, until as many as ten at one time are 
without oceupants. As if to add emphasis 
to the impropriety and incongruity of such 
a state of things, the premier frankly in- 
forms a supporter, whose name had become 
in some way connected with one of the 
vacancies, that there is no one of the whole 
that has not been long since promised. Liber- 
al conservatives who have faith in the gov- 
ernment can hardly fail to see what is in- 
volved in such a statement, though Sir 
Mackenzie, strangely enough, seems to 
have made it without a suspicion that any- 
body could see aything wrong init. Apart 
altogether from the sinister uses to which 
a corrupt prime minister, should such an 
one chance at any time to get into office, 
could easily put the power of appointment, 
provided he is at liberty to leave the office 
vacant as long as suits his purpose, it is evi- 
dent that such a way of dealing with it goes 
far to confirm the arguments of those who 
maintain that the senate itself is but a fifth 
wheel to the national coach, and soan utter- 
ly useless and unnecessary appendage. If it 
were necessary either for purposes of re- 
vision of legislation, or as a balance wheel 
to maintain the equilibrium between the 
larger and the smaller provinces, it would 
follow that all vacancies should be promptly 
filled, in erder that the country as a whole 
might have the full benefit of its legislative 
wisdom, and each province the full safe- 
guard that its equality of representation is 
intended to afford.

THE EXCURSION. 


Some thirty pleasure seekers took advan- 
tage of the excursion on the Upas Saturday 
to view the scenery up the river. The 
steamer left the lower ferry landing about 
half past one, and the upper ferry about 
ten minutes after two. The weather was 
beautiful when they started, but before the 
boat reached M. (roat’s the rain was com- 
ing down in torrents, and although the heavy 
downfall did not last long the weather was 
showery all the way up tothe Big Island. 
The scenery up the river does not differ 
materially from that at Edmonton ; flat and 
cut bank alternating on each side all along. 
Evidences of mining operations were to be 
seen all along, but very few miners were at 
work as the water was still too high. A 
great deal of work had been done in follow- 
ing the pay dirt under the edge of several 
flats, this being the favorite work in high 
water or in cold weather. At one place on 
the south bank two parties of miners were 
at work in the face of the cut bank about 
100 feet above the water, where they had 
evidently struck pay dirt of some kind. 
The bank had the appearance of reddish 
rand which had become very compact, with- 
out, however, turning into stone. Several 
mining machines, besides the ordinary dump 
box and grizzley, were seen at different 
places. A small steam engine which ran 
elevator cupe was on dry ground at 
Hibbert’s bar. Easton's machine was in the 
water at Anderson's landing’on the Miners’ 
flat. A short distance below the Big Island 
was another machine of unknown nature. 
The boat landed at a miner's shanty on the 
south side abou: « mile below the island, as 
the landing at the island was not good. C. 
W. Mathers took a photo of the miner and 
hie shanty and also of the boat out in mid 
stream. The boat left the landing near the 
island about six o'clock and reached the 
lower ferry landing about seven, being 
favored, as on the trip up, with rain all the 
way. The only clear weather was while the 
party were landed. The view on the river 
@t the Island is very fine. Tho valley is 
wider than at points lower down and the 


banke slope back more gently. The island 


deposited on the cold walls, and the cellar 
becomes damp and mouldy. To avoid this 
the windows should only be opened at night, 
and late—the last thing before retiring. 
The cool air enters the apartment durin 
the night. The windows should be close 
before sunrise and shaded through the day. 
If the air of the cellar is damp it may 
thoroughly dried by placing in it a peck of 
fresh lime in an open box, which will absorb 
about seven pounds, or more than three 
quarts, of water, and in this way a cellar or 
milk house may soon be dried, even in the 
hottest weather.
